Council Committee Believes 


Parallel Plan U Most 


- Expedient 


The Public Works Committee of the 


council decided yesterday not to rec- 
ommend any change in the present 
ordinance providing parallel narking 
on Main street, although efforts were 
made to secure a modification of- this 
existing cily law. 
In falling to act 


the 
committee 
viewed the 
matter 


from several different points of view 
and reached lt« decision after it had 
been pointed out that while more 
cars can be accommodated on Main 
street by angular parking, it reduces 
the channel for vehicular traffic and 
prevents a car driver from overtak'ng 
a street car between safety zones and 
stoiis. 


Foe more than two months now the 


parallel parking law has been dis- 
obeyed by the public anc! with the 
toleration of the traffic officers cars 
have been parked at an angle. While 
a violation of the existing law the 
view was taken that increasing mo- 
tor 
traffic created 
an 
emergency 


and that in view of the increasing 
demand for parking space it should 
be allowed. 
Recently, however, at- 


tention has been called to the con- 
tinued waiving of the ordinance and 
it was decid.ed to ask the council to 
change the ordinance so as to permit 
angular parking as was permitted 
before the parallel parking law was 
adopted. The committee, it is under- 
stood, in its report asks that the po- 
lice enforce the parallel parking ordi- 
nance. This, while giving more clear 
road space, will curtail the number 
of machines which can be parked on 
ihe street. .

Rates Change With Conditions. 
In a "preceding article of this-series 


I poinfed out the returns possible on 
various classes of investments on the 
present market. It was shown that 
up to 5% per cent, could be obtain- 
ed from conservative investments and 
that 6 per cent, was reasonable if 
care was taken in the selection 


Now over a period of time there is 


constant change in these rates. For 
a time late in 1920 and early in 1921 
as much as 6 per cent, was to be had 
upon obligation of the United- States 
-overnment against less than 4 which 
all the Liberty loans now yield. In 
the same way in ,April, 1920, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad sold a ?aO,- 
000,000 bond issue on a 7 per cent, 
basis while a few weeks ago the same 
company was enabled to borrow on 
long time bonds at 5 per cent and to 
negotiate a loan for one month for 
3 per cent. 
Many industrial com- 


panies m f920 and 1921 issued bonds 
carrying S per cent.^coupons and 
some of these have recently been re- 
deemed with moneys laised at a cost 
of 2 per cent. less. 
The point is that conditions have 


changed in the past four years and 
it is -erfectly possible that a similar 
change mav be in store for us during 
the next four years although fluctua- 
tions Co large are unusual.
